The terms of reference of this Committee will, there- 
fore, be to work out proposals for a unified system of 
land tenancy which Bhould contain adequate measure of 
agrarian reforms. The Committee will also examine 
whether Zamindari system should be completely abolished 
in this State. It will also undertake the revision of all 
relevant legislation on the subject.
